All 1937 Sedgley Springfield Sporters will be equipped with the new Sedgley safety firing pin 
which prevents the cocking piece from leaving the bolt in case of a broken cocking piece 
rod or a broken firing piece, which occasionally results from a punctured primer or a rup- 
tured cartridge case. The reader will understand that the locking lugs at the head of the 
bolt hold the bolt proper in place, but enough of the gas can be blown back through the 
firing pin hole in the head of the bolt to blow the pin back through the action with enough 
force to injure the shooter. An extra vent is bored in the bolt and the other vent is enlarged. 
Sedgley’s new safety firing pin effectively prevents this, and as the alteration costs only $1.50, 
it is a very small cost for protection to one’s shooting eye. 
Sedgley also has worked out a plan for speeding up the ignition of the Springfield and shorten- 
ing the caming time about 40%. Speed actions are essential to fine accuracy and the 
shortened caming time permits the bolt to be opened with greater ease and shortens the fir- 


ing pin throw. Cost of speed ignition, $5.00.

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Before Shooting the Rifle 


HEN your Sedgley comes to you the barrel will be filled with grease, and the bolt will also 

be covered with it. Before you attempt to shoot or to handle the rifle, it is absolutely neces- 
sary to remove the grease from the barrel, bolt and magazine. Procure a one-piece steel cleaning 
rod with a knob (not a slot) in the end of it, and some canton flannel from which to cut cleaning 
patches. Wipe off the entire outside of the rifle with a clean cloth. To remove the bolt, cock the 
rifle by raising the bolt handle. Turn the magazine ‘‘cut off,” on left of receiver, halfway down. 
Now raise the safety catch just forward of the firing pin knob until it is straight up. The bolt 
can now be withdrawn from the rifle. Press in on the little catch on left side of bolt and turn the 
firing pin assembly to the left until it unscrews. The firing pin, main spring, etc., can now be 
drawn from the bolt proper. With a brush and gasolene wash all grease and oil from bolt and 
firing pin assembly. Dry it carefully and o7/ it before assembling bolt. Now with the cleaning 
rod and patches, remove all grease and oil from the barrel. Clean from breech end. When using 
non-corrosive and non-mecuric primers, the rifle may be cleaned with Chloroil or Hoppe’s No. 9 
after firing. First run through a dry patch to remove the bulk of the fouling, and then unscrew 
the tip of the cleaning rod and attach a brass brush. Dip the brush in the cleaning solution and run 
it back and forth several times. Now run another dry patch through and follow with patches 
soaked in the solvent. When the soaked patch comes out clean, dry the bore thoroughly with clean 
dry patches and finally oil it. Be careful to wipe off the bolt after firing the rifle. Also remove 
the magazine floor plate and wipe out the magazine well. This is easily removed by pressing in the 
catch with a small screwdriver or the end of a cartridge if it has a spitzer point bullet. 

All gunstocks can be improved by rubbing in linseed oil. Place a little of this oil on the stock 
and rub it in with the hand until it is dry and the stock has absorbed the oil. The checked por- 
tions of the stock are best polished with a soft tooth brush, using light oil, like 3-in-1. Keep your 
rifle in a dry place and keep a thin coating of oil on all metal parts. 


Sighting in the Rifle 

All Sedgley Sporters are equipped with the Lyman No. 48 receiver sight adjusting to half 
minute of angle “clicks.” It is a simple matter to sight in a rifle with this splendid sight. A 
minute of angle equals one inch at 100 yards; one-half minute of angle equals one-half inch at this 
range. If your Sedgley is chambered for the .30-06 cartridge and you are shooting the regular 
commercial load with a velocity of 2700 fs., suppose at 100 yards your first three shots strike the 
target two inches to the right of the bull and four inches below it. You simply loosen the milled 
screw on the front of this sight and move the windage screw four ‘clicks’ to the left. This will 
move the hitting point two inches to the left. Now raise the elevation screw eight “clicks” (four 
inches at 100 yards) tighten the milled screw, and your next shot should be in the bull or very 
near it. For sighting in it is well to rest the rifle on a blanket roll placed on a box if you are 
shooting from the sitting position. Rest it just back of the forward swivel. Your elbows should 
be supported and each shot very carefully held. 

The advantage of this sight is in being able to move your shots a known distance on the target. 
Use the zero of the windage and elevation scales as the zero of your rifle and compute all settings 
from this zero. Your settings for 2700 fs. ammunition might read: Elevation, eight clicks above 
zero (four minutes above zero) ; Windage, four clicks left of zero (two minutes left of zero). 
Make a note of these settings so that you may reset your sight for this range. The first shot from 
a clean barrel is apt to go a little high. Therefore, always sight in by firing at least three shots, 
or better, five, to determine the normal location of the group. Your eyes, weather conditions, 
wind, etc., may vary from day to day, but with the Lyman No. 48 you can change your settings 
intelligently by noting the placement of your normal group. 
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The Shooting Positions—Standing 


There are three positions that the hunter-rifleman will find use for—standing, sitting and 
prone. There is also the kneeling position, but as the sitting position is so much steadier, it is 
much the better of the two. The standing position is the most difficult in which to hold steadily, 
but in many shots at game in the woods, it must be used. To assume the correct standing posi- 
tion, face half right, raise the rifle to the shoulder and let it point naturally and without strain at 
the target. Butt plate should be tight against the shoulder, right on the shoulder muscle, cheek 
pressed firmly against comb of stock, right hand around grip, forefinger against trigger. The left 
arm should be extended as far out on the forearm as comfortable, and the rifle should rest on the 
flat of the palm of the left hand. The fingers should be closed lightly around the forearm, but 
they should not support the rifle. The feet should be placed far enough apart for steadiness but 
not spread wide. All muscles should be relaxed. Take up the slack in the trigger and carefully 
squeeze off the shot. 

It is well to practice the trigger squeeze with rifle rested as when sighting in. The rifle may 
well be empty until the finger has learned just how much pressure to apply to the trigger to fire the 
shot. Constant practise is the only way to master trigger squeeze.

The Sitting Position 


This is much more steady than offhand and it is a fine position for game shots on a side hill 
Or in open country where the visibility from the sitting position is possible. Face half right, sit 
down, and you have it—almost. Lean forward, dig your heels into the ground and spread your feet 
far enough apart so that your two elbows can rest just inside the knees, pressed tightly against 
the inside of them. Sit so that the rifle points naturally at the target so that you are not under a 
strain to aim at the bull. Again relax and squeeze off the shot just as in the offhand position. 
You will find this position easier because of its steadiness. 


The Prone Position 


This one is the steadiest of all. Its only drawback lies in that it can be used only in fairly 
open country or from an elevation—shooting across a valley from a flat hill. Face half right and 
lie down, legs spread wide apart, feet turned out so that the inside of the feet rest flat on the 
ground. Rifle should be held firmly and supported by both elbows. The left elbow should be well 
under the forearm of rifle and the left hand shoved up against the forward swivel. Right elbow 
at an angle for comfort and relaxation, both elbows dug into the ground. It will be necessary to 
wriggle around a trifle to get the rifle pointing naturally at the target. In shooting in any of the 
positions, the rifle should amost point itself at the target. It should never be pulled onto the tar- 
get but the shooter should assume the position enabling the rifle to point naturally. In the 
prone position, the chest should be just off the ground, in order that straight direct vision may be 
had without having to strain the neck back to look through the sight. The two things to remem- 
ber in taking any shooting position is, first, get comfortable and then relax, 


The Gun Sling 


The sling is a tremendous aid to steady holding in the sitting and prone positions. It is of 
very little aid to holding in the standing position. The swivels on the Sedgley Sporters are just 
right for a Whelen seven-eighths inch sporting sling or one and one-fourth are optional. This is 
the simplest form of sling and is the one that the hunter-rifleman should choose. It consists of 


but one piece of leather fifty-two inches in length with a claw hook in one end and holes into 
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which this hooks. There are two leather ‘keepers’? on this sling. To place the sling on the rifle, 
first place the two keepers on the sling and push them close together, lay the rifle flat on a table, 
muzzle pointing left, take the hook end of the sling in the right hand and pass it from left to 
right through the butt swivel. Now take the end of the sling containing the holes in the left 
hand and pass it from right to left through the forward swivel. Push the keepers up against the 
swivels, one against each swivel, and pass the ends through the keepers. Now take the rawhide 
lacing and lace the sling together, i.e., fasten the piece containing the holes to the hook piece form- 
ing the loop. The rawhide should be placed through the holes in the proper position so that 
when the hook is cast loose from the sling after it is drawn tight and hooked below the lacings, 
the loop will be in place. To get into the sling, cast loose this hook and fasten it in a set of 
holes a couple of inches ahead of the butt swivel. The sling now hangs down away from the rifle. 
Place your left arm between the rifle and the entire sling, then bring it down and back through 
the loop. The left arm should enter the loop from the right. Shove the loop up on the left arm as 
far as it will go and pull down the leather keeper to hold it there. Now pass the left hand 
under the entire sling from right to left. Bring it up over the sling and grasp the forearm of 
the rifle just behind the forward swivel. The end of the sling nearest you should have no tension 
on it. It should be entirely loose. The sling will feel uncomfortable at first but the muscles will 
soon get used to it. 

Faithful practise in each position will soon show interesting results at the target. Know your 
rifle as thoroughly as it is possible to know it. Take care of it amd remember that you are 
handling an instrument of precision that has been mide with painstaking care. Make it your com- 
panion on the trail and before your campfires. It will repay you a thousand times and it will teach 
you the full appreciation of the Great Outdoors. You will make no mistake in selecting a Sedgley.
